The apphcation has been amended as follows: 

In the Claims: 

In Claim 1 : Add --and outside the discharge vessel, ~ immediately after the phrase, a 
getter being provided in the outer envelope, and immediately before the phrase "the outer 
envelope having a volume equal to or less than 2cc". 

In Claim 1 1 : Add —and outside the discharge vessel,-- immediately after the phrase "a 
getter being provided in the outer envelope, and immediately before the phrase, the outer 
envelope having a volume equal to or less than 2cc". 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or suggest "a getter being provided in the outer envelope and outside the discharge 
vessel. .and the getter comprising at least 2.5 mbar.mil nitrogen" in conjunction with the 
remaining limitations of independent claims 1 and 1 1 .
